The Sheriff was 
deceived aud locked all the eel I doors 
au'd the corridors and departed none 
the wiser that Claybaugh was hidden 
in the buth room. 


About eleven o'clock iu the night 


Claybaugh ventured from his hiding 
piace into the main corridor and pro- 
ceeded to break the lock to the door iu 
the south end of the corridor leading 
into the yard. .Having gained the 
yard he fouud he had much to do be- 
fore lie could scale the wall. He fouud 
to the yard an empty barrel which had 
contained disinfectants. This barrel 
he rolled to the south east corner of 
the yard. Then on top of the barrel 
he placed one of the long benches 
taWu from the main corridor of the 
jail. He had barrel and bench propped 
'securely with pieces of cord wood 
Ifrom the wood pile io yard. 


, This contrivance placed him near 
the top of the wall. The rest looked 
easy with a rope. This be made out 
of an old blanket, tearing it in strips 
and tying the strips together, and so 
that the knots would not slip he took 
lime to wind and tie them with cord. 
One end of this blanket rope he tied, 


to an Iron bar in the wall and

rear of jail. The rope broke from 
some cause and landed Claybaugh in 
the alley with a fall of aootit fifteen 
'eet breaking the left leg near the ankls 
and smashing small bones at the in- 
step.

MCSHERRYSTOWN NEW SCHOOL 


Handsome New Parochial School 
Building Hat Been Completed and 


Accepted. 


For several years It has been found 


that the buildings occupied by the 
schools of St. Mary's parish were not 
only inadequate to the large enroll- 
ment of pupils, but also unsanitary, 
therefore, at H meeting of the congre- 
gation about a year ago, it was de- 
cided that with the consent of Right 
Rev. 
J. W. Shannahan, bishop of Har- 


risburg, an 
up-to-date, commodious 


school building would be erected by 
(he parish. 


J. A. Dempwolf of York was the 


architect selected, and John Coulson 
of Hanover the contractor. Work was 
commenced last spring and about the 
first of February of this year the 
schools were transferred to the new 
building. 


The structure presents an imposing 


appearance. It is built of brick, with 
trimmings of Indiana limestone, to 
correspond with St. Mary's church and 
rectory, which it joins. It consists of 
wo stories and a basement. 
Later 


:he basement will be fitted up as play 
•ooms for the children and bowling 
lley and gymnasium for the young 
nen of the parish. There are twelve 
class rooms, six of which are now in 
use. but it is thought that next year 
eight teachers will be employed. 


The auditorium, with a seating ca- 


jacity of 600, is especially worthy of 
note. The stage is large and well 
(jquipped 
with scenery, painted by 


Graham, of Xew York City. 
At a 


cost of $30,000 this handsome building 
has been erected and suitably furnish- 
ed. The parish can congratulate itself 
that is has the finest group of paro- 
chial buildings in the diocese. 


But the building does not make the 


school. The instruction of the three 
1" undred or more children is superin- 
trnded by the zealous pastor, Rev. A. 
L. Reudter, through whose 
efforts 


this edifice, which will mark an ep- 
och in the education of the coming 
generation, has 
been erected.

teaching is in charge of the Sisters of 
St. Joseph, most of whom have taught 
in the schools of Philadelphia, and are 
skilled in the latest methods.
